of this somewhat peculiar provision of law | 
is that when Congress passed the first of 

these private acts it failed to notice that |

) 


Supposed to have Contaived Thirty 
Milliouas of People. 

A dispatch from the City of Mexico 
under date of August 3d contains the 
following: Recently returned explor- 
ers from the State of Chiapas confirm 
and add to the remarkable reports 
concerning important archwlogical dis- 
coveries there. 

A fine, broad, paved road, built by 
prehistoric inhabitants, has heen traced 
from Tenala down into Guatemala and 
thence in a curve up again into Mexico, 
terminating in Palenque. 

All along the road are still to be seen 
‘the remains of ruined cities, and a 
‘careful estimate of the population of 
these places is about 30,000,000. 

On that part of the road near Pa- 
lenque the ruins are of great magni- 
'tude—houses of four, and often five, 
stories high have been found in the 
| depth of the forest. 
| Many of these houses are pyramidal 
‘in form, and 80 covered are some of 
‘them with vegetable mold that large 

trees are growing from the roofs. In 
some of the houses great employment 
has been made of stone beams of tre- 
mendous weight, and the architecture 
indicates a high degree of scientific at- 
tainment. 

In some houses, it is stated, bronze 
lamps have been discovered, and the 
‘interior and exterior mural decora- 
tions of the more important 


houses | having been floating round to the effect that 


consist of panelings, filled with elab- | 


‘orately carved. figures almost of life 
isize, two types of men and women 
‘being represented, some plainly 
| Egvptians and others genuine Africans. 
In front of one of the houses the ex- 
_plorers found fourteen sculptors of God 
| with folded arms 
i} The work of exploration was one of 
'extreme difficulty, owing to the den- 
sity of the forest and the unwilling- 
'neas of the Indians to enter the ancient 
edifices, they averring that the build- 
ings were inhabited by spirits. 
| Another discovery was that of an 
‘enormous paved road, which extends 
from Palenque across Yucatan to the 
| Island of Cozumel and is continued on 
ithe island. 
The Palenque explorers assert that 
'they have discovered .in the edifices 
' before mentioned examples of perfect 
arches. 
| One explorer is a. scientifically 
trained*man who has recently arrived 
\from India, and by his aecount the 
region from Chiapas to Yucatan must 
have been the seat of a densely popu- 
lous nation,

CONTAGION OF MANNERS. 


Advantages of Bringing Children of Differ 
ent Social Circles Together. 
Atalarge public meeting the other day 
several of the speakers urged the value of 
public school discipline, pointing out the ad- 


vantage of bringing children of different 


social circles together in school as in life; | 


and the permanent good arising when the 
child of the professional man, for instance, | 
is beaten in his studies, as sometimes hap- 
pens, by the child of the day-laborer. All 
such allusions invariably brought applause 
from a very well educated and generally, 
well-to-do audience, writes Thomas Went- 
worth Higginson in Harper’s Bazar. But it 
was observable that these arguments all 
began and ended with boys. Not a word 
was said by any speaker about the ad- 
vantages or disadvantages, ifany, of giving | 
to girls the same discipline; and this omis- 
sion seemed rather to vitiate the argument. 
As the education and even the employ ments 


of the two sexes are plainly coming nearer | 
together—contrary to what used to be pre- | 


dicted as the result of advancing civiliza- 
tion—it would seem that the problem of ed- 
ucation must bein this respect much the 
same for both. Yetthere are undoubtedly 
many parents who, while able to see ad- 
vantages of a more public education for 
boys, draw the line there, and demand for 
their growing daughters what is called a 
‘‘select school.”’ 


My own impression is that this distinction | 


is a mistake, and that whatever arguments 
apply to public school education for boys 
must reach girls also. In the first place, 
girls need, even more than boys, to learn at 
school the qualities and merits of those ina 
different social circle, because if they do not 
tearn itthen, they may never learn it. Meno 
learn it all through their lives, because al- 
most every department of business brings 
into contact and comparison those trained 
in very different spheres. 
gaged in business have much less oppor- 


tunity for this contact; their homes include |

and outside of their homes it is only some | 
rare occasion of church work or charitable | 


work which brings women into that easy

The answer to this would be that the risk 
of contamination in morals or manners will 
also be greater in case of the girl. Is this 
so certain‘ [tis useless to deny that in 
certain large cities populated largely by 
lately arrived foreigners there may besome 
ground for this fear; but it must not be 
carried far. It must always be remembered 
that, fortunately for our civilization, the 
race and religion most largely represented 


among these very foreigners happen to) 
maintain a high standard of feminine 


purity; and that, therefore, as to the most 
important essentials, the danger is less 


than one might suppose. If it be said thatin | 
case of a girl there should bs absolutely no) 


danger at all, itcan only be answered that no 
such security has ever been discovered,since 
the conventual system of education certain- 
ly does not effect it. Evenas to manners, 
the most exclusive private school may still 
leave much to be desired. The more exclu- 
sive itis, the more certain it is that some 
very rougb material will be sent there to be 
made into shape. I have heard an anxious 
parent deplore that the occasional outbreaks 
of her little girl in the direction of rude- 
and slang were generally traced to 
carefully selected children of the city 
school, and not to the offspring of country 
blacksmiths and farm laborers with whom 


| she played at their summer home.

terestin the public schools. He shook his 
head over them a good deal, thinking thai 
bad manners were more contagious than 
good, and that the general mixture was dan- 
gerous. Yetit turned out, as I suspected, 
that his own daughters could have taught 
other school-girls more real mischief than 
they would have learned from them, al- 
though these young ladies had been reared 
in French seclusion. It is the general ex- 
perience, probably, that the freedom of 
American manners trains those who grow 
up under it, and that there is nothing more 
dangerous than to be transplanted into it 
from a foreignconvent. Astothe general 
proposition that bad is more cobtagious 
than good, it is probable that much depends 
on the temperamentof the observer. itis 
to be noticed, however, that the greater 
imitativeness of girls is, on the whole, an 
aid to civilization. Any one can see in a 
public school that the presence of a few 
girls better dressed and better mannered 
than the rest is a great stimulus to the 
others and a source of immediate imitation, 


whereas boys care comparatively little for | 


such things. The longing desire for ‘‘good 
form” exhibits itself in girls of eight or 
ten, whereas a boy of the same age would 
with the greatest composure wear a torn 
hat and patched trousers into the presence 
of a feudal aristocracy, 

On the whole, where home influences are 
thorougbly good and a child’s nature is 
still transparent, so that the parent can 


keep watch over it, there seems ta be little 


danger to the manners and morals of boys, 
or even of a 8, from any ordinary public 
school. sins are lesq contagious 
than we are apt to BUppose, and they cer- 
tainly do not go so deep. Atty one who will 
review his childish associates, and con- 
sider bow many of his most perilous com- 
panions have turned out irreproachably, 
will surely take amore hopeful view. The 
only boy in my native town with whom [| 
was expressly forbidden to associate, for 
fear of moral contamination, has since died 
an eminent clergyman; and the only mem- 
ber of my college class who ever reached 
the State prison would have been recog- 
nized by unanimous vote, at our gradua- 
tion, as the most trustworthy and thor- 
oughly respectable member of the class.

The cover, as an examination of a base- 


ball will show you, is stamped out of the | 


leather in but two curiously shaped pieces, 
which, sewn on the ball, together exactly 
cover it. 

This device was not invented until 1865. 
The cheaper grades of base-balls are made 
of poorer yarn and rubber scraps, the lat- 
ter pressed into a pulp by powerful ma- 
chinery. 

The less expensive the ball the less yarn 
and more scraps will be used in its manu- 
facture, until, when you get to the ‘‘Smal! 
Boy's Own,” price five cents, there is noth- 
ing to be found inside the flimsy cover but 
melted remnants of rubber shoes.
